Have  the  children  use  the  markers  as  in  the  Sentence  Recognition  Tests.  Give  the  test  as  follows: 

1.  Draw  a line  from  the  sentence  to  the  picture  that  it  tells  about. 

2.  Read  each  sentence  in  the  first  column.  Draw  a line  to  the  sentence  in  the  second  column  that  is  the  same. 

3.  Read  the  beginning  of  the  sentence,  then  read  the  phrases  following  it.  Draw  a line  under  the  phrase 

that  makes  the  sentence  true. 

4.  Draw  a line  under  the  word  or  phrase  at  the  beginning  of  each  sentence  that  makes  the  sentence  true. 

5.  Read  the  question  carefully.  Find  the  sentence  that  answers  it  and  draw  a line  under  it. 

6.  Read  each  sentence.  Then  read  the  word  opposite  it.  Find  this  word  in  the  sentence  and  draw  a line 

around  it. 

7.  Draw  a line  under  all  the  words  in  each  box  that  are  like  the  word  at  the  top. 

8.  Look  at  the  words  in  each  little  box.  Then  draw  a line  under  the  little  word  that  you  see  in  the  big  word. 
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
